ari-ived at Love Field, Oallas, Te;cas, at 11:40 a,m. on November 22, 1963 ,'froa 
For- Wor^n, Te-<as, aboard Air Force No. One (USAi*' #26000) vdth president and Ers, 
Jonn . Kennedy, President and HrSo Kennedy debarked the aircraft first from 
the rear ramp followed by Ck>vernor and Mrs* John Connally and by three or four 
Congressmen and Senators, and then myself and ASAIC Roy H. Kellennan. 


Upon alighting. President and Mrso Kennedy were greeted by a small 
reception cci 2 rd.tteo 2 nd lirs« Kennedy was presented a bouquet of red roses. I 
ran over to the Secret Service Follow-up car immedilately upon my arrival and 
p^ced ny topcoat and a siuall folder containing information on this Dallas stop 
Gi the Texas trap on the floor of the car. I then v;ent back to where the President 
and Urs. Kennedy were greeting elderly lady in a v;heel chair. 

The general public was restricted from the ramp area of Love Field by 
a perjiianent chain— linJv fence. There were a number of photographers and corres- 
pondents on the rcj.vji area covering the arrival. 


The President noticed the large number of peoplo being restr?ined by 
the fence and wali^ed over to the crowd and began shalcLng hands. Ke moved from 
his right to his left down the fence. Mrs. Kennedy accon|>anied him. I remained 
veir/ close to 2£rs. Kennedy obser\ang the outstretched hands of v:oll-;ashers to 
i::ake siire no 'weapons were extended tovjard llrs, Kennedy and that nothing v;as handed 
to her. I accompanied l-Irs. Kennedy beMnd the President along the fence cind then 
to the Prjsidcntial automobile which v;as waiting to tako President and Krs. 

Kennedy and Governor and Urs. John Connally to the Trade liart for a luncheon, 
after a 45 -minute motorcado through doTcitovm Dallas. 


President and Hrs. Kenriedy entered the automobile with the President 
getting into the right rear seat and I£rs. Kennedy into the left rear seat. Mrs. 
Connally got into the left Juiro scat and Governor Connally into the right jujq) 
seat. SA Vdllicum Greer v;as driving the automobile vfith /iSaIC Roy H. Kellerjian 
in the right front seat. *I went to the left rear side of the Presidential 
automobile and stood on the airport ramp along side where Hrs. Kennedy was 
sitting . , 

As the Presidential automobi].s began to move forv/ard at 11:55 a.m. I 
walked along side of the left rear of the automobile for about 150 feet, and sinco 
thez'o rrere no people at all on the airport ran^ I vrent back to the automobile 
iimnediately behind the Presidential Automobile and mounted the fonmrd portion 
of the left running board.

SA S:ini ICinnoy was dr.vd:!r this Secret Service Follow-up car which was 
c. 1955 Cadillac 9 -ar. 5 seriger convcrtihle specifically outfitted for lese by the 
Secret Service. ATo/vIG Jiriory Hobertc v;as sitting in the right front scat and 
ODorating the t'.;o-wcy radio. Sa John Meady was on the forward portion of the 
right hand I'cnning boardj SA vvilliaiT; Iclntyre on the rear portion of the left hand 
running board; SA Paul K. Landis on the rear po:-tion of the right hand running 
board; ISr. Kenneth O’Donnell, Presidential Appoiiitaient Secretary, was seated on 
the left side of the eocond seat; L-r. Dave Pov;ers, Presidential Keceijtionist, 
was seated on the right side of the second seat; SA George Hickey v/as seated on 
the loft side of the third seat; and Sa Glen Dennett was seated on the right side 
of the third seat. 


The Presidential FoUow-uj) car was foUotved by a 1964 Lincoln Vdocr 
convertible occupied by Vice-President atid Mrs. Lyndon Johnson, Senator Kaiph 
Yarborougii, with AS.cJC Kufus Yoiu'.gblood in the right 'front seat. This auto.-robile 
v/as foUcwed by a Secret Service follcw-u? car for the Vice president, and then 
came autoaobiles occupied by photographers, correspondents. Senators and Congress- 
Bien. ^ 

Preceding the Presidential automobile was a Dallas Police Department Lead 
car in v;hich SA V.'inston Lawson of the Secret Service vm.s riding. Poli.ee motor- 
cycles preceded and flanked the motorcade. There were two police motorcycles on 
tho~left side of the President’s Secret Service follow-up car rurjiing abreast of 
one another betv.oen the autoisobile and the crowd of people. 


Uy instructions for Dallas wore to work the left rear of the presidential 
automob"' le and regain id close proximity to Mrs, John F. Ketnedy at all times. 

Tne a.ront assigned to work the Is.ft rear of the Presidential automobile rider on 
the for.’X;rd portion of the left hand running board of the Secret Service foi_ow-up 
car and only .roves fonvard to walk alongaidnthe PresidenUal automobile when it 
SI 0 W.S to such a moo that people can readily approach the auto on foot. If the 
crowd is very hsa'/y, but the auto.robile is runrmxg at a rather rapid speed wee 
agent rides on the left rear of the Presidential automobile on a step specifi- 
cally designed for that purpose* 

As the motorcade moved from Love Field through dovmtovm Dallas toward 
the Trade Hart, there were four (4) occasions before vie reached the ecA of 
Sbreat where I moved from the forvsrd portion of the left ru^ng bec-'use 

toTiow-un car to the rear step of the Presidential automobile. I did tnis becc^e

i;3de a ri^^ht hand turn onto Eliu Straeto I was on the 
'f<-*ro'r;;ard portion of the left running board of the foLlovz-up car. The irntorcade 
Li 2 .de a left hand turn fronj Elm Street tov;ard an underpass. V/e were traveling 
about 12 to 15 miles per hoiir. On the left ha.nd side v:a.s. a grass area vdth a fev/ 
people scattered along it obsoir/ing the notorcade passing, and I was visually 
scarming these people when I heard a noise similar to a firecracker. The sound 
came froi:i‘n:.y right rear and I irruediately moved my head in that direction. In 
so doing, my eyes had to cross the Presidential automobile and I sav; the President 
hunch fort.'ard and then sluino to his left. I jumped from tho Follow-up car and 
ran tov/ard the Pi'esidential automobile. I heard a second firecracker type noiso 
but it had a different sound — like the sound of shooting a revolver into something 
hard. I saw the President slunni more to\;*ard his left. 

1 jumped onto the left rear step of the Presidential autoirobile. lirs. 
Kennedy shouted, "They We shot his head off;” then 'turned and raised out of her 
seat as if she v/ore reaching to her right roar toward the back of the car for 
something that had blown out. I f oread her back into her seat and placed my body 
above President and lirsj K^urmed;''', SA Greer liad, as I jumped onto the Presidential 
automobile, accelerated the Presidential automobile fon^ard. I heard ASAIC 
Kel3.ercaii call SA Lav/son on the tv;o»~'.:ay radio and say, "To the nearest hospital, 
quick.” I shouted as loud as I could at the Lead car, "To tho hospital, to the 
hospital.” 


As I lay over the top of the back seat I noticed a po 2 rtion of the 
Presidents head on the right rear side was missing and he was bleeding profusely. 
Part of his brain Y:as gone. I saw a part of his skull with hair on it lying in 
the seat. Tlie time of 'the sheeting v:os appro:d.nately 12:30 p.m., Dallas time. I 
looked forr:ard to the jump seats and noticed Governor ConnallyW chest ivas covex'cd 
vdth blood and he was slunroed to his loft and partially covered up by ids v;if e . 

I had not realized until this point that the Governor had been shot. 

YJhsn we aivivod at Paidcland Hemorial Hospital, Dallas, I jurrpsd off the 
Presidential automobile, removed lay suit coat and covered the president’s head 
a>id upper chest vdth it. I assisted in liJTting the President from the rear seat 
of the eAitomobD.s onto a wheel type sti'etcher and accompanied the President and 
hrs. Kennedy into tho Emergency Room. Governor Connally had been placed in an 
Emergency Room across tho hall. 

I cidted tho Emergency Room alciost immediately because of the large 
number of doctors and nuraos ,in the room, which was quite ssisll. I asked a nurse 
standing outside of the Energertcy Room in Vihich the President wtis lying to pleaso 
have ovoryone except those lledical Staff members necessary leave the emergency 
ward. Sho icmsdj.ately began screening medical staff members. 

I asked for tho nearest telophono. /J5AIC KeHerman exited the Emergency 
Room and told ne to contact tho llhite House in V/ashington and to keep the lino 
opon continually. I asked SA Lawson for the telephone number of the Dallas Vihito

yiSAIO Kelleraeh cai::?; out of the irmergsncy Room a pain and took the 
telephone and asked for S/diC Gerald A. Behn^ Secret Service, Tne Vihite Hou>5e, 
V/aeliiniton, lirLe ras appro:u»matel 3 ’ L2:39 Kollerman told Bshn that there 

hr.d been a double tra^cdj'^ the.t the President and Govox»nor Connally had both been • 
shot and that I Y:ould keep hi::; ad“/isad. I took over the telephone and told Hr. 

Bohn that the situation was e^rtrcmel^r critic?.!. The operator cut into the line 
and said Tho Attorney General v/anted to balic to ms* He asked ma vfhat the situation 
v:as and I advised him that the President had been injured very seriously and 
tliat I "would keep him advised as to his condition. 

IlTo ICoUeman came back out cf the Soon and said, ’*Clint, 

tell Gerry* that this is not for releaso and not official, but the man is dead.*^ 

I told tl-imt to Ih-* Behn and then requested that he immediately contact the Attorney 
General and other members of the President's family so that ho could advise then 
of the situation rather t^an Having then hear it over some nev/s media. 


I then received a requost from Hr* 0* Donnell to obtain a casket 
immediately so that v:e couH-d transport the body back to .V(ashinguon, D* C., 
quicldLjr as possible, I contacted the Hospital Administrator rnd asked for tho 
iv2r>3 of tiie neexost nor'uviary. Mo said it rould bo 0*ireil, Inc, I telephoned 
then and identified myself and requested that the^** bring the best casket irmediatcly 
available at the mor-tuary to the Parlcland Ileisorial Hospital Emergency Entrance 
and deliver it to nie, . Tho casket arrived in about twenty minutes at appro:licately 
1:10 p,ii* wheolod it icaiediatsly into tiie Emergency Room where the President's 
body iay. 


I advised the Air Force Aide that \ie v;anted Air Force Mo* One moved to 

a different location at Love Field and to have it secured completely av.'ay from 

the viev; of the General Public* I requested that no press be ackdttcd to the 

aroa in rhich Air Force One v;as to be placed, I requested S-l David Grant to 

notify the Dallas Police that v:s did not want to u^o tho saiue entrance to L^ye 
Field that previously'’ had been planned, I then wont vjith tho Hospital Aomiriis— 
trator and checked the shortest and most direct routo from the Emergency Room to 
tho emergv^nsy platform whoro the OHIoil hoarse was waiting* I advised AlbAIC 
Stuart Stout of the routo and requooted that it be cD-eared of personnel* 


ihe -^resident 5 s body, accompanied by ICrs* Kennedy, oicLted the Emergency 
Rcon at apprcudmately 1:53 p*m* .and proceeded to the emergency entrance platform. 
The casket was placed in the back of tho O^Ieil, Inc,, hearse and Lrs, Konn<-cy, 
AcLidral George BurliLcy (tho President's Physician), and I entered the 
hearse with the casket, SA Andrc'w Serger drove the hoarse; ATSAIq Stuart S*&ouo 
rode in tho center front seat and ASAIC Kellermsn rodo in the right front seat.

‘"•‘V;o departod parl'ilancl i:eaiOi*ial Hospital at 2:04 p.Go SA La-'son rode in 
tho *Dallrto Police Departraant Lead Car. A Secret SGr^.dee follov.-up car foilovied 
iraaeciatoly behind the hcr-reo- Tao liDtorcadc arrived at Air Force One, Lovo 
Ficldp at 2:1/;. 

A.t 2:13 Pom. tho cachet \vas placed aboai\i Air Force One vath lirs. Kennody 
accerrpanping it. ilie caolcet vras situated in the loft rear corner of tho aircraft 
. ' v/here four seats had been removed . Urs. Kennedy sat in one of the tv:o seats 
iiruicdiately across the ^aislo from the casket. 

The aircraft could not inmediatoly depart becavise Vice-president Johrjsoa 
had to bo sv:om in as tho 36th President of tho United States and it v;as necossary 
•to rait for a Jud^e to arrive to do this. A.ll personnel on Air Force One including 
•Its. Kennedy v;ere requested to witness the sv/aaring in ceremony viiich -book place 
in the Prosiden*tial Compartment of Air Force Oxie at 2:36 p.m. I also attended. 

I dc-parted Love FJ^eldj Dallas, aboard -Air Force One at 2:4? p.m. en 
route to -Andrews Air Force base, Ilaryland. I ca-ilved at Andrews Air Force Baso 
a*t 5:56 paiu. I assisted in moving the casket bsaring the Px*esident*s body from 
-Air Force One to a U. S. Navy axiliulancco }irs. Kennedy got in the back of the 
ambulance v.ath tho casket as did Attorney General Robert Kennedy, v.ho had joined 
Hrs. Kennedy aboard Air Foi'ce One upon arrival at Andrews Air Force Bass. General 
Godfrey McHugh also rode in the back of ths ambvLlaacOo The ejnbulance ras driven 
by SA Greer v,i*th /iSAIC Kellerman, SA Landis, and Admiral Burkloy riding in tho 
front seat. I foILlov/ed in the car inmodiately behind the anbulevnce mth Dr. 

John W. Vi-alsh, Dave Pov;ers, Kenneth 0* Donnell and larry O^Srien. 

The motorcade departed Andrews Air Force Ease for Eothesda Naval Hospital, 
Eathesda, Maryland, at 6:10 p.m. Vie v;ore escorted by motorcycle police officers. 

'ihe motorcade arrived Eothesda Naval Hospital at 6:55 PoCio Hrs. Kennedy, the 
Attorney General, SA Landis and I went imediately inside and via elevator to the 
r?oh Floor of tho hospital, the loca-tion of the Presidential Suite. Lembers of 
the immediate family and close friends were waiting in tho suite. 

llio President's body was talcen to the morgue at the hospital, accompanied 
by -\3A1C Kellerman, SA Groer, and .^diriiral D*arlcley,for an autopsy. SA Landis and 
I secured the 17th^ Floor of the hospital r-nd remained thero with Hrs. Kennedy. TJo 
established a corLm-nica-tions system with the Vihito House and handled all tolophono 
calls both incoming and outgoing, screening each and eveiy call. Any person 
, attempting 'bo reach the 17th Floox* was also screened. 

At appro:dLn)atcly 2:45 a.io«, Movenber 23, I v;as requested by A5.^1C 
Kellerman to come to the jiK>rgue to once again view the body. Yihen I arrived tho 
autc-osy had been completed end tSAlG Kellernii-n, SA Greer, General HcHugh and I 
vicv:k the wo'cnds . I obser/ed a wound about si:: inches dorzi from tho nccklino 
on the back just to the right of the spinal column. I observed another wound on

I went back to the l?th Floor of the hosoital at approccimatoly 3*10 a.m, 
•fne President's body ras taken from tho U. S. Naval Hospital, Bsthesda, Na^land/ 
3:56 a^m,, accompanied by 2Ii*a. Kcniicdy and Attorney Genoral Kennedy, in tho 
rear of a U. S. Na\^»^ ambulanco driven by SA Greer. ASAIC Kellorman rode in the 
ri^ht froirt seat. I rodo in tho ri^ht front seat of a V/hite House LLmousino 
imrucdiately behind tho ambulance. The rsotorcado v^as accompanied by motorcycle 
police and arrived a,t’the VJliite House at i>:2ik a.m* Tho casket ^ 7 a 3 taken 
aimiediately to the East Room and placed in the center of tho room on a catephalt.
